A search wa* immediateiy »tarted by 
Mr. Smith hU son-in-law and several 
Of the neigiibo»*® but no news <>!’ the 
missing woman was found until late in 
the afternoon when (Jeorgu H. Thomp- 
son and wife anil a Mr. Hen nett of Ben­ 
ton Harbor were riding on their bi­ 
cycles on the beach and when about 
ifvu miles from St Joseph near the 
Stewart school house they found the 
body of a woman with tier feet resting 
on the sand ui.d her head in the water.

The affair began in a drunken Amer> 
lean's shooting, and native sentries 
tried to arrest him. 
In consequence of 
the melee four natives and one Ameri­ 
can were killed and it is now gen­ 
erally misreported as being a deliberate 
inauguration of hostilities. 
Gen. Mer­ 
ritt returned their arms to the company 
of native! who fired upon the Ameri­ 
cans, presumably inadvertently.

natives assert that Aguinaldo forced 
Gen. Merritt to liberate them and re­ 
turn their weapons.

When a mill,, an elevator or a granary 
becomes infested with weevil, bisnl* 
pbide of carbon is the cheapest and 
most effective thing to exterminate the 
pest So deadly is the gas, however, 
and so rapidly does it act that the ut­ 
most care must be taken in applying 
the bisulphide. It is usually sprinkled 
over the grain from watering pots. The 
liquid is rapidly converted into a gas, 
and the latter sinks through the grain, 
carrying death to the weevil and even 
to the unhatched eggs. 


So long as the persons applying the 
liquid stand above tihe point of applica­ 
tion they are pretty safe from the 
fumes, but occasionally the workmen 
breathe a little of the gas and have to 
be removed at once to the open air, as 
the heart is quickly paralyzed by the 
action of the bisulphide. It is usual to 
treat the lower floors of a granary first, 
60 that tho.se employed in the work may 
keep constantly above the gas. 
Any 
animal, as a cat or a dog, shut up iu an 
apartment whore the bisulphide is do­ 
ing its work is found dead when the 
place is opened.—Chicago Inter-Oceau. 


A Cuban Milkman* 


•*Ho w many cow’s there are about the 
streets!” somebody exclaims, and then 
he is calmly informed that the morn­ 
ing’s milk is simply being delivered. 
A bunch of cattle and their driver stop 
before a house, and the portero comes 
out with a cup for the morning’s sup­ 
ply. It is seen then that the cows are 
being milked from door to door by the 
dairymen, for this is the way the acute 
Cuban housewives have taken to assure 
for thoir tables a lacteal supply which 
is entirely fresh and absolutely pure. 


Even with the cows milked before 
the door one must continue to watch 
the milkiuan, for I have even heard of 
their having a rubber bag of wator con­ 
cealed under their loose frocks and con­ 
nected with a rubber tul>e running 
down inside of the sleeve, its tip being 
concealed in the hollow of the milking 
hand. Only a gentle pressure upon the 
bag of water \vithin is needed to thus 
cause both milk and water to flow into 
the cup at the same time. The milk 
venders of Italy and India have also 
learned their trade to perfection, for 
they practice this identical trick.—Ed­ 
ward Page Gaston in Woman’s Home 
Companion. 


A SlusQ lar C alculation. 


In a recent number of Power a singu­ 
lar calculation is presented by J. A. 
Renio. 
It would reijuire, according to 
Mr. Renio’s iiguros, the power of a 10,- 
000 horsepower engine about 70,000,- 
000.000 years to lift the earth a foot in 
heiglit. and to do this work, allowing 
13 pounds of water per horsepower per 
hour, would require some 10,000,000,- 
OOU, 000,000,000 gallons of water, or 
more than would be discharged at the 
mouth of the Mississippi in 00.000 
years. This would be enough, the writer 
estimates, to cover the entire surface of 
thu oiirth to a depth of about 300 feet, 
to convert w'hich into steam, using good 
boilers, would require some 4,000,000.- 
000.000,000 tons of coal. If the latter 
quantity of the mineral was loaded on 
oars of 20 tons each, it would denmnd 
200,000.000,000,000 such cars. If the 
latter were 30 feet long and all coupled 
together in one train, it would reach 
around the earth 45,000.000 times and, 
if running 25 miles per hour, would 
consume 25.000,000 years in running 
the length of itself. So much for fig­ 
ures. ”

Washington, Aug. 30.—The following 
■ tatement regarding the medical corps 
uf the army and the Amer.can National 
Red Cross Society was given out by 
Surgeon General Sternberg yesterday: 
“Owing to the pressure of my official 
duties I have not heretofore felt Justi­ 
fied in taking the time to make an ex­ 
planation with reference to my attitude 
towards the American National Red 
Cross. It has been repeatedly charged 
In the newspapers that I am hostile to 
this organization and have refused to 
accept its assistance in the care of our 
cick and wounded soldiers and sailors 
and that as a result of this refusal there 
has been unjiecessary suffering. 
These 
charges are without foundation, except 
Insofar as I have objected to the sending 
of female nurses with trooi.s in the 
field engaged in active operations. We 
have a Red Cross hospital corps in the 
arm y of enlisted men whose duty it is 
to render first aid to the wounded upon 
the field of battle and to care for th« 
Bick in our division Held hospitals and I 
have been of the opinion that femal ? 
nurses 
w’ould be an Incumbrance to 
troops during active operations; but so 
Boon as serious sickness developed in 
our camps and it became necessary to 
tre a t typhoid fever cases In our fleM 
hospitals I gladly accepted the services 
of trained female nurses for the division 
field hospitals and in our general hos­ 
pitals we have employed them from tlie 
first. 


T heir 8ervlcen of Great Value. 


T he general testimony from the s u r­ 
geons In charge of these hospitals has 
been that their services have been of 
great value. Very many of these trained 
nurses have been obtained through the 
kind assistance of the Red Cross so­ 
ciety for maintenance of trained nurses 
auxiliary No, 3 and desire to express 
my high appreciation of tho valuable 
services rendered to the medical de­ 
partm ent of the army by this organiza­ 
tion. 
My attitude towards relief or­ 
ganizations is shown V)y an indorse­ 
ment dated May 5 upon a letter a d ­ 
dressed by Rev. Henry C. MeCook, of 
Philadelphia, 
to 
the 
president 
and 
referred to me for remark:

“May 5, 1S98. 
Respectfully returned 
to the adjutant general of the army: 
The plan propoHcd for the organization 
of a relief association appears to have 
been W'ell considered and the object in 
view will 
commend 
itself to every 
patriotic citizen. 
But it is a ciuestior. 
whether the president should give spe­ 
cial privileges to any particular organ­ 
ization. 
Other prominent individuals 
In different parts of the country may be 
organizing for the same purpose. 
One 
such proposition has come from Chi­ 
cago. While 1 approve in a general way 
of organlzati<m for the relief work pro­ 
posed, it appears to me that ll will be 
best not to give, in advance, exclusive 
privileges to any one particular organ­ 
ization. 
In case of need 
as.sistance 
should be accepted from any organiza­ 
tion prepared to give it.

‘‘This has been my guiding principle 
throughout, that relief when needed 
ehoulii be promptly accepted without 
reference to the source from which it 
comes. 
The relief afforded by the Na­ 
tional 
Red

promptly accepted by the surKeons on 
the spot, but It is evident that it was 
entirely Inadequate to meet the emer­ 
gency. 
A committee of the American 
National Red Cross assoclaHpn called 
upon me in my office In waHhington 
gome time in advance of the landing of 
our troops in Santiago, making an offer 
of assistance. 
I received them most 
courteously and advised them to use 
their resources In fitting up a hospital 
•hip. telling them th a t a hospital ship 
w as now bei|||r fitted up for the use of 
the medical department, but that it was 
not at all improbable that an emergency 
would arise which would overtax our 
resources and that In stich an event a 
hospital ship properly equipped, having 
. on board a corps of doctors and nurses 
would be a most valuable auxiliary. 


HAS H A D FULI. AUTHOlllTY. 


Dcclare« the Red CroM Ha« Not Been 
Ham pered In A ny W ay. 


.“Furthermore, the American National 
Red Cross association has had full au­ 
thority to send agents and supplies to 
all our camps since June 9, 1898, and 
If there has been suffering for want of 
needed supplies they must share the re­ 
sponsibility with the medical depart­ 
ment of the army for such suffering. 
The following letter was sent by me to 
every chief surgeon of a department or 
independent army In the ftekl on June 
S. 189S: 


"The secretary of war has approved 
of the folknving proposition inaUe by 
the American National Red Cross asso­ 
ciation and the chief surgeons of army 
corps and divipions will co-operate with 
the authorized agents of this associa­ 
tion for the purposes indicated.
